World begun. Tho revolutionary 
of to-day may, by the success of 
his activities,’ become the con- 
stitutionalist’ of to-morrow. 
‘Until that happens the organisa: 
‘tion against which he plots is

tionary and, consequently, as 
the most dangerous criminal 
Known to society. And here the 
term revolutionary must be 
‘taken to apply only’ to those who 
seek to subvert the existing 
order by the use of violence. 
‘The problem confronting states 
the world over to-day is not so 
much the question of dealing 
with revolutionaries of domestic 
origin, although they are by no 
means idle, but that of coping 
with a new doctrine which 
deliberately encourages the or- 
ganised intrusion of outsiders 
for the purpose of bringing down 
the institutions of a country 
other than their own. Paul 
Noulens, covered by the bsten- 
sibly harmless guise of a trade 
union organiser, was in fact the 
agent of a body which sought to 






throw a network of violent 
revolution over the Far Bast. 
‘Those who are inclined to 





sympathise with him and his 
comrade should not be led away 
by comparative contemplation of 
the chronic disorder persisting 
in China, They should rather 
consider what was the object of 
the conspiracy of which the 
Noulens were leading actors.

now Managing Director of the In- 
ternational Savings Society, arrived 
here to finda strangely ‘different 
place from the city as it is now. 
Then it was a small town, As Mr 
‘Spelman said in an ‘interview 
fon Aug. 16, "What was once a village

laged Chinese banks, conducted on 
the most modern lines, which have | 
fassumed so natural and important a| 
part in the business world that tho 
difference passes without comment.

He went to Europe early the next 
year with every intention of stay 
ing. Like many others he said that 
he had “left China for good”, but 
im 1912 he returned at the request 
of Dr. Sun Yat-seft who wanted to 
confer with him on the organisation 
Jof a Chinese bank with half native 
fand half foreign capital. This. was 
merely a visit and lasted about two 
jweeks, “Then he went home again, 
Jonly to return within a short time 
to join Dr. Sun Yat-sen in starting 
the bank, As these plans did not 
mature he did not rem Mr. 
Spelman must have felt somewhat 
like a commuter during that time, 
constantly travelling between Eu- 
rope and the Orient.

WEEKLY CHOLERA 
REPORT 


Shanghai May Shortly Be Free 
from Infection 


Corrected cholera statistics issued 
on Aug. 17 by the Public Health 
Department of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council show that, up to and 
including August 6, no'fewer than 
4,217 Chinese and 48 foreign cases 
were notified, Figures for the next 
‘week add 440 Chinese and six for- 
eignors to the total, 

P to August 6 the figures 3 
that 85 foreign and 1,283 Chir 
eases residents in the Inte 
national Settlement, five and 436 re 
spectively were brought in frot 

French Concession, eight and 
2,185 respectively from ‘Chinese ter- 
ritory, and 313 Chinese cases from 
unknown sources. ‘These residential 
classifications have been adjusted 
from those of previous statistics, 

The total number of deaths up to 
August 6 was 16 foreign and 307 
Chinese. During the week ended 
August 19 there were three and 
46 ‘respectively, bringing the total 
up to 19 foreign and 353 Chinese, 

Reporting on the cholera. situa 
tion for the week ending on Augus 
13, Dr, Wu Lien-teh, director of the 
National Quarantine Service, poi 
out that there was a marked 
cline in the number of cases during 
the period ,nder review, the total 
‘being 343 in comparison with 454 
for the previous week.

Unsettled

been rejected, 23 of the workers of 
[the San Yue’ Towel Factory, Ying- 
ziangsiang, went ons hunger 
strike yesterday morning. 

‘The factory figured prominently 
jas the ‘scene of the first Sino 
Japanese clash in January last, its 
Fworkers being alleged to have been 
responsible for the attack upon five 
Japanese priests which aroused the 
indignation of the Japanese com 
manity prior to the recent host 
ies. 

After the outbreak of fighting, 
the factory was closed by its 
management as it was located in 
the war zone. The | suspension 
‘threw more than 1,200 labourers out 
‘of employment, “Owing to. the 
Jdamage sustained by the factory a8 
‘4 result of the fighting, the manage- 
ment decided to close’ it for some 
time to come and notified the work- 
Jers to this effect.

Badly wanted by the authorities, 
Cheng Shih-wei has been arres 
by the French Police for alleged 
‘kidnappings, after a long series of 
inquiries “which have entailed a 
‘great deal of work. Always on the 
Yook-out, he had ‘succeeded up to.

Inevitably, the suspicion is 
‘aroused that the author is partisan, 
and that, in consequence, he may 
hhave painted a rosier picture than 
is warranted by the facts. He has, 
for example, attempted to justify 
new Turkey ‘against sundry accusa- 
tions, but he appears to have for- 
gotten that the reader to whom 
this book is most valuable is pre- 
cisely that sort which has ‘heard 
little or nothing of most of these 
accusations. Such a reader will 
assess these justifications according 
fas they relate to the accusations 
he know, such as those con- 
Jcorning the persecution of Christian 
minorities. And here the author 
is hardly convincing. It must, be 
granted that there is a tremendous 
weight of prejudice in this regard, 
especially as concerns the Armenian 
‘massacres. ‘The Turkish advocate 
must therefore prove beyond all 
question that such massacres were 
“regrettable incidents,” unlikely to 
recur; and that the inspiration of 
them’ was part of that corrupt 
spitit which the prophets of new 
Turkey’ have eradicated. “It is 
doubtful, however, ‘whether the 
‘author Was sueceeded in convincing 
‘even himself on this, matter; while 
the wholesale and compulsory 
transference of the centuries-old 
Greek population from Anatol 
Europe, and the Turkish populatio 
from the Balkans into Anatolia, 
goes to show that the rest of th:
